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New rules 
scupper 
plans for 
takeaway 

PLANS for an Indian take¬ 
away in Sandwell were 
turned down under pioneer¬ 
ing rules aimed at beating 
obesity in the borough. 

Developers had hoped to 
convert a property in Shire- 
land Road, Smethwick, into 
a sweet centre, pastry and 
curry takeaway. 

But planning chiefs said it 
was too close to Shireland 
Collegiate Academy and 
homes, and had to be refused 
under new rules which came 
into force in March. 

Now, no new hot-food 
takeaways are allowed 
within 1,300 feet of second¬ 
ary schools and colleges 

Councillor Ian Jones 
cabinet member for jobs and 
economy, said he believed it 
was the first application to 
be refused under the new 
policy. He added: “We hope it 
will lead to improvements in 
the health and lifestyles of 
children in the borough.” 

Inder Thatal, of Design 
Impact, put in the plans as 
agent for Jujhar Singh, of 
Beakes Road, Smethwick. 

Mr Thatal, whose busi¬ 
ness is in Hugh Road, 
Smethwick, said he would 
appeal. 

He added: “We had talks 
with the planners before 
lodging the application and 
they never mentioned the 
location next to the school. 
We’re aggrieved because it 
has been a waste of time and 
money because of that.” 

Labour grip 
tightened 

LABOUR won all 24 
Sandwell council seats con¬ 
tested in last week’s elec¬ 
tion. 

Six Tory councillors who 
were up for re-election lost 
their seats, including former 
Conservative group leader 
Ray Nock, beaten by 20- 
year-old student Liam 
Preece for Labour. 

Liberal Democrat Sadie 
Smith also lost her seat. 
Now there are just two Tory 
opposition members sitting 
on the authority.

STAFF BUY TIME TO 
SAVE COUNCIL £50k

WORKERS have helped Sandwell Council save just under 
£50,000 in the past year - by buying extra holiday time. 

The cash-strapped Sandwell Council’s 5,941 workers were each offered the 
chance to purchase a maximum of 10 extra days off under a money-saving plan 
which came into effect last April. It has now been revealed some 59 staff took up 
the chance to buy back annual leave in the financial year. Of those, 29 bought 
back the maximum amount of 10 days. 

It means the amount saved in wages at the council adds up to £44,020 over the 2011/12. 

And there is an extra saving of £4,711 in 
National Insurance employer payments.

Young rioter 
locked up for 
32 months 

A YOUNG rioter who threw bricks at police 
and tried to overturn a van in West 
Bromwich, was sentenced to 32 months at a 
young offenders’ institution. 

Alexander Pascale Yates, of Beaconview 
Road, West Bromwich, admitted a charge of 
violent disorder. 

He was 18 at the time of last August’s 
riots and was captured on CCTV breaking 
up bricks so the mob had more to throw. He 
can also be seen launching a piece of brick at 
least once from a line of rioters and over¬ 
turning a wheelie bin in the High Street. 

Sati Ruck, prosecuting, said Yates, now 
19, ignored a warning from police to leave 
the scene. He was identified as one of the 
few people involved who did not wear any¬ 
thing covering their face or their head. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard that 
Yates, once a promising Tipton Harriers 
athlete, was introduced to drugs at 16. 

Jas Mann, defending, said: “His life spi¬ 
ralled out of control and it led to acquisitive 
crime.” 

He managed to come out of his addiction 
to illicit drugs but moved to alcohol. At the 
time of the riots, Mr Mann said, Yates was 
drinking 14 cans of lager or Special Brew 
each day. 


Council bosses said the scheme would 
enable employees to have a “better work life 
balance”. It could also save the authority a 
significant amount of money. 

The savings were revealed after a request 
under the Freedom of Information Act. 

If all full-time staff had taken up the offer 
it would have saved the authority 
£5,251,865. 

Councillor Mahboob Hussain, the 
council’s head of improvement and effi¬ 
ciency, said he was pleased with the results. 

He added: “This scheme was not just 
about making savings, but making the 
council a better, more flexible employer. 

“We want to help our members of staff 
and this policy was put in place to help 
those. I’m pleased some people have seen 
the benefits of it.” 

Streamlined 

Under the plans, money for the days 
taken as leave is deducted from wages over 
an agreed period of time. 

The authority is drawing up other 
staffing plans that could save the authority 
money, including offering staff the chance to 
work part-time or reduce their hours. 

The council needs to save £75m by 2015. 
The authority has streamlined operations to 
save £1.5 million a year, which involved 
moving workers from four rented office 
blocks in West Bromwich into council- 
owned buildings in Oldbury. 

The next stage of office moves will see 
homes and communities move out of Smeth¬ 
wick Council House into the Council House 
in Oldbury, and the children and families 
department will move out of Crystal House 
in Smethwick. 


VISITORS at Haden Hill House in Cradley 
Heath went back in time thanks to the 
Anglo-Boer War Staffords re-enactment 
group. 

The group perform factual historic 
dramas, military re-enactments, displays 
and other educational entertainment.

And Dave Waring, collections officer for 
Sandwell museums, said: “The house was 
open, but the big attraction were the re¬ 
enactors. It is something that is always very 
popular.”

RESTAURANT chains 
Nandos and Prezzo have 
signed up for places in the 
New Square development in 
West Bromwich. 

They will bring dozens of 
jobs to the area. They follow 
retailers Primark, Bank, JD 
Sports, Next, Arcadia and 
Bank. 

The £200m Tesco develop¬ 
ment opens in 2013 and 
bosses hope it will bring a 
much-needed boost to the 
town. 

Jonathan Simpson, corpo¬ 
rate affairs manager for 
Tesco, said: “Confirmation 
of yet more huge high street 
names signing up is another 
boost to the town centre.” 

He added: “It gives a real 
flavour for how life in West 
Bromwich will be, once the 
scheme is completed.” 

The 437,000sq ft scheme, 
anchored by a 139,000sq ft 
Tesco store, also includes a 
36,000sq ft eight-screen 
Odeon cinema and restau¬ 
rant space, with 1,900 car 
parking spaces. 

Primark has signed a 25- 
year lease and will provide 
the second anchor to the 
New Square scheme. 

It will bring around 2,000 
new full and part-time jobs 
and is due to be completed in 
spring 2013. 

The borough’s economy 
boss, Councillor Ian Jones, 
said: “The multi-million 
pound regeneration of West 
Bromwich is now really 
starting to take shape.”

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Foreigners owe hospitals £340,000 


MORE than £340,000 is owed to 
hospitals in the Black Country and 
Staffordshire by foreigners who 
have had treatment over the past 
three years and not paid for it. 

At Royal Wolverhampton Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust, £318,440 in treat¬ 
ment costs is outstanding. Only 
£100,560 of the £419,000 owed since 
April 2009 has been paid, according 
to figures released following a 


Freedom of Information request. 

Walsall Healthcare NHS Trust is 
owed £19,451.81. Treatment costing 
£27,091 was carried out, with only 
£7,639 being repaid. Foreign nation¬ 
als owe Mid Staffordshire NHS 
Foundation Trust £7,550 out of an 
overall cost of treatment worth 
£25,835. 

Figures from Sandwell & West 
Birmingham Hospitals NHS Trust 


and Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
Trust were unavailable. 

Thirty-five trusts responded to a 
Freedom of Information request for 
the details. The data reveals the 
average unpaid debt for providing 
care to foreign nationals was 
£230,000 in the 35 trusts which 
responded. If this figure was the 
same across all 168 English acute 
trusts, the total debt would be 


almost £40 million. Foreign nation¬ 
als livng in the UK are entitled to 
free NHS treatment, but visitors 
from outside are expected to have 
health insurance or have the bill 
sent to them. 

New Cross chief financial officer 
Kevin Stringer said 63 per cent of 
the money owed to the trust related 
to two patients who spent signifi¬ 
cant time in intensive care.

The decision has 
astounded his victims, who 
are continuing to pick up the 
pieces after each was conned 
out of thousands. 

Williams stole the 
£276,000 life insurance and 
pension policies of murdered 
Andrew Diack. The money 
was owed to his three-year- 
old daughter, Megan. 

Mr Diack’s partner and 
Megan’s mother, Rachel 
Evans, aged 31, of Stafford 
Road, Fordhouses, said: “I 
think I was expecting that 
the police wouldn’t be able 
to find too much of his 
money. We know there has 
got to be more out there. It is 
disgusting.” 

Williams also ripped off 
Walsall pensioners Ronald 
and Sheila Haynes for their 
£95,000 life savings. He paid 
back about £37,000 but still 
owes the couple the rest. 

Disgrace 

Mrs Haynes, 67, said: 
“He’s taken so much money 
and has to pay back only a 
few pounds in comparison. 
It’s a disgrace. He must have 
money tucked away.” 

Father-of-two Williams is 
part-way through a five-and- 
a-half year prison term for 
taking cash owed the daugh¬ 
ter of Mr Diack. He has also 
admitted stealing £136,500 
from three other victims. He 
is to be sentenced for those 
crimes later. 

Williams, of Chester Road, 
West Bromwich, must 
return £36,269 within six 
months or face an extra 21 
months in jail. The money 
will be given to his victims, 
Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard.

Mr Preece said: “I feel brilliant, amazing 
and humbled. 

“I feel incredibly grateful to the people of 
Grove Vale who have voted for me. I will 
fight to help everyone in my ward, not just 
the Labour supporters.” 

Other Tories losing their seats included 
Terry Grainger of Bristnall ward. He lost out 
to Ann Jarvis for Labour. 

Les Pawlowski in Old Warley ward lost to 
Labour’s Susan Crumpton. 

Liz Bowler in Cradley Heath and Old Hill 
lost to Labour’s John Tipper, and in Princes 
End, Beatrice Owen lost her seat to Labour’s 
Bill Cherrington. 

Labour took all the 24 seats being con¬ 
tested, leaving the council with 68 Labour 
councillors out of a total of 72 seats, two Con¬ 
servatives, one Independent Socialist and 
one Sandwell Traditional Independent. 
There was a 30 per cent turnout. 

The Conservatives’ remaining represen-

Their only sitting councillor, former 
mayor Sadie Smith, lost her position in 
Great Barr with Yew Tree to Labour’s 
Christopher Worsey. 

Mrs Smith had held her seat in the 
borough since 1982. She said: “People have 
voted Labour in Sandwell since 1974, so they 


have got the result they wanted.” 

Wednesbury South swung to Labour can¬ 
didate Pam Hughes with 26 per cent where 
Independent Conservative Mike Middleton 
was standing down. 

Council leader Darren Cooper, who 
defended his Soho and Victoria seat, said: 
“This is a tremendous night for the Labour 
Party here in Sandwell.” 

There were some angry scenes involving 
Labour and Conservative representatives as 
the results came in. 


The Tories came under fire after putting 
up Derek Rowley, a candidate with the same 
name as one of the Labour group’s longest- 
serving members in Great Bridge. 

It was suggested this was an attempt to 
confuse voters into choosing the Tory, but it 
made no difference as the incumbent Derek 
Rowley easily defended the seat for Labour. 

Mr Nock angrily denied the claim, saying 
their candidate had been chosen for his own 
qualities.

Jobs to be axed in market shake-up 


A SHAKE-UP of Sandwell’s 
markets service will see jobs lost, it 
has emerged. A review has taken 
place and a new structure of how the 
service will be run is being put in 
place to save cash. 

It is not known how much will be 
saved but it is part of the council’s 
cost-cutting drive to save £75 
million before 2015. A report, which 
was approved by the borough’s jobs 


boss Councillor Ian Jones, said the 
review was carried out to identify 
how to make the significant effi¬ 
ciency and budgeting savings 
required over the next three years. 

It also aimed to enhance the West 
Bromwich town centre manage¬ 
ment function. 

Minutes of the meeting, which 
was held in private, state: “A revised 
staffing and operating structure for 


the markets service was proposed in 
order to meet the challenges follow¬ 
ing reduction in capital and revenue 
budgets. It was anticipated that the 
proposals would generate savings, 
which were required to ensure that 
the markets service could achieve its 
2012/13 target budget.” 

It is proposed to scrap the posts of 
three market attendants, one part- 
time cleaner and one market super¬ 


visor, and create the roles of one 
part-time cleaner and one markets 
and West Bromwich town centre 
accounts and administration officer. 

Subject to consultation, the 
revised structure of the markets 
service will take effect from July 28. 

Spokesman Gerry Ritchie said: 
“We are consulting with employees 
and unions to seek ways to make 
cost reductions.”

The scheme is intended to 
offer retail work experience 
to the longer-term unem¬ 
ployed and would be run by a 
project manager, assisted by 
a basic skills tutor.

Mr McArthur was found 
by neighbours in the hallway 
of his Woodbrooke Grove 
house in Northfield, last 
August. 

He died from blunt force 
and had been left with frac¬ 
tures to his ribs, cheek, jaw 
and skull. 

Jurors were told the men 
had met in the city’s gay 
quarter before going to Mr 
McArthur’s home. 

Mr Graham Reeds QC, 
prosecuting said: “After that 
the defendant battered him, 
kicking and stamping on his 
head and chest before 
leaving him for dead, half 
naked.” 

Judge James Burbidge 
told Baboi: “You used your 
fists to deadly effect and 
even if you did not intend to 
kill him you certainly 
intended to inflict very 
serious harm.” 

Police arrest 
man, 58, in 
drugs raid 

MORE than 40 cannabis 
plants were found in a drugs 
raid in Sandwell. 

Police were tipped off by 
the public and they swooped 
on a flat in Windmill Lane,

Homes to be built on site of old gasworks 


A FORMER West Bromwich gasworks 
will be transformed into a new housing 
estate under plans which have been 
approved by planning chiefs. 

Birch Sites Limited has won planning per¬ 
mission for 134 homes to be built on 10 acres 
of land in Swan Lane. 

The developers initially wanted to build a 
143-home estate but have been told to cut 
down the number of planned apartments 
due to planners’ concerns. 

The scheme has been granted permission, 
on the condition a quarter of the homes built 


are affordable. 

Developers had argued this requirement 
should be dismissed as they claimed it could 
affect the viability of the scheme. 

A Section 106 agreement will however 
need to be agreed settling the number of 
affordable homes, and money paid by devel¬ 
opers to create open space for the residents 
moving into the homes, planners say. 

Planning officer Christina Mannering 
said: “The proposed residential develop¬ 
ment is acceptable. 

“It is believed that there would be greater 
demand for larger-bedded dwellings within 


this area and now apartments or two- 
bedded dwellings. 

“Therefore it is considered that only 10 
per cent of the scheme should be for apart¬ 
ments and the number of dwellings within 
the site should be limited to a maximum of 
134 to provide a good quality living environ¬ 
ment. 

Affordable 

“Policy states that 25 per cent of dwellings 
should be affordable. At the present time 
that provision of affordable housing 
remains a requirement.” 


The plans include 60 three-bed houses, 46 
two-bed houses, 14 four-bed houses and 14 
two-bed apartments. 

Sandwell councillor Bob Badham, whose 
ward covers the proposed development area, 
said he supported the scheme. 

A large public open space and play area 
are also included in the plans. 

Birch Sites Limited claims the entire 
development could be built within three- 
and-a-half years, but the firm is proposing 
to delay the work so the building pro¬ 
gramme mirrors the sale of properties.

“Other brothers Wilfred, Joseph 
and Dennis also served. 

“Dennis is the only surviving 
brother now in his 80s, unfortu¬ 


nately I don’t have a photo of him in 
uniform. 

“Imagine how my grandmother 
must have felt with nearly all her 
sons in constant danger. 

“My father was invalided out of 
the army after being hit when the 
tank he was part of the crew of, was 
attacked. 

“I’m sorry the newspaper cutting 
is a bit dishevelled but it is around 
70 years old. 

“The pension note shows my 
dad’s injuries and, by the way, he 
never actually claimed his war 
pension until 1992, four years 
before he died in 1996 when he was 
75 years old. 

“Incidentally, Jack Potts went on 
to reach the rank of captain and 
served all over the world taking his 
wife and children with him. 

“I hope this makes interesting 
reading and it helps to keep my 
father’s memories and the family’s 
alive.”

Anonymous 
buyer takes 
hall before 
auction due 


THE grade ll-listed Great Barr Hall has been 
sold. It was due to go under the hammer with 
a guide price of £750,000. 

However, the building and estate were sold to an un- 
namned owner before the auction took place in London for 


an undisclosed sum. 

The dilapidated building 
and park, near junction 
seven of the M6, dates back 
to 1777 and was once owned 
by the wealthy Scott family 

The house, gardens and 
landscapes have already 
been placed on the English 
Heritage Register of Build¬ 
ings at Risk. 

Design 

The estate had failed to 
sell at auction in February 
after bids did not meet the 
£1.25 millions reserve price. 

The initial price tag for 
the 150-acre site was £2.2m. 

English Heritage, which 
would oversee any renova¬ 
tion work to ensure that 
repairs were faithful to the 
original design of the land¬ 
mark, has said it would look 
more favourably at so-called 
“enabling development”. 

In this case, this would 
include new buildings in the 
parkland, which would 
offset the costs of renovation

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Restaurant set to make way 
for town centre regeneration 


Flats plan is 
put forward 

A WAREHOUSE would be demolished 
to make way for two flats under plans 
submitted to Sandwell Council. 

The existing warehouse building, is 
in St Marys Road, Smethwick. The two 
planned flats would each have one 
bedroom. 

In a report, applicant Mr D Pennock 
stated: “The proposed building will be 
within the footprint of the existing 
building which is to be demolished. 
“The proposed building has been sited 
to maximise the degree of separation 
between the proposed building and sur¬ 
rounding properties. 

“The building is smaller than the 
building to be demolished. This will 
enhance the living conditions of neigh¬ 
bouring properties.” 

A decision is expected next month. 


AN Indian restaurant is set to 
be bulldozed as part of the 
regeneration of West 
Bromwich town centre. 

Council bosses have applied for the 
demolition of Mumtaz Indian restau¬ 
rant in High Street to make way for a 
revamp in the Carters Green area of 
the town centre. 

This is the latest stage of the £20 
million Eastern Gateway scheme. 

Three acres of land off Overend 


Street will be redeveloped. The demo¬ 
lition of the two properties on High 
Street is set to start on July 2, and the 
site will be levelled out and secured 
with fencing until the redevelopment 
takes place. 

Work on the regeneration scheme 
started in January. 

Once completed, it will offer a 
mixture of 69 private and affordable 
two, three and four-bed new homes 
and apartments, complemented by 
communal green public space. 


There will also be a new landmark 
office and retail building on the corner 
of High Street and Bull Street. 

The new homes will be constructed 
by Mansell Midlands and the whole 
scheme is expected to be completed by 
February 2014. 

The Eastern Gateway development 
will also include a three-storey office 
block including ground floor shops, 
which will be built in a second phase of 
construction. 

Councillor Ian Jones, the cabinet 


member covering regeneration, said: 
“What’s happening now is the start of 
knocking buildings down to clear the 
sites for new buildings. 

“This is part of the site assembly. 
The scheme has been planned for years 
and it’s now coming together.” The 
Eastern Gateway project has been dis¬ 
cussed since 2007. Urban Living, a 
Government-funded housing provider, 
has already spent £10.5m on buying 
and demolishing properties and site 
investigations. 


Park festival 
is rained off 

AN event planned for Smethwick’s 
Lightwoods Park on bank holiday 
Monday was cancelled because of the 
weather. 

More than 10,000 people were 
expected at the festival. But heavy 
rain meant that the ground became 
too wet and slippery, making the 
event too dangerous to stage. 

Sandwell Council deputy leader 
Councillor Steve Eling said it was 
“extremely disappointing”. 
Organisers hope the festival can be 
re-scheduled for June 10. 

Councillor Eling added: “It is a great 
event that caters for everyone. Last 
year more than 10,000 attended and 
had a great time. 

“But sadly we have been beaten by 
the weather.”

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Tram track deal moves 
Metro scheme forward 


A £127m project to extend and 
improve the Midland Metro has 
taken a major step forward. 

Infrastructure group Balfour Beatty has 
been appointed to put new tram tracks on to 
Birmingham city centre streets. 

The extension will link Snow Hill and 
New Street rail stations and carry more 
than 3.5 million passengers a year. It is part 
of a wider project that will eventually see a 
fleet of 20 new trams for the Metro system, 
which runs between Birmingham and 
Wolverhampton. 

The new trams, to be built by Spanish 
manufacturer CAF, will start running in 
2014. They will increase passenger capacity 
and the frequency of service will rise to 
every six minutes throughout the day. 

Centro chief executive Geoff Inskip said: 
“This is a prestigious project and it 
demands a construction partner of the pedi¬ 
gree and calibre of Balfour Beatty. 

Bill Gifford, regional managing director 
for Balfour Beatty civil engineering, added: 
“We are delighted to be working to help 
deliver this important scheme.” 

The extension will see trams go from the 
existing stop at St Paul’s via a new Snow 
Hill stop and along a £9m viaduct already 
built. It will then go down Upper Bull 
Street, Corporation Street and on to 
Stephenson Street, stopping outside a new 
entrance at New Street Station. It is sched¬ 
uled for completion in 2015. 

Meanwhile work has begun on a £13m 
extension of the Metro maintenance depot 
at Wednesbury and other elements of the 
£127m project include platform modifica¬ 
tions on the existing line.

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Vehicle show 
is postponed 

THE recent heavy rain has caused the 
cancellation of the Sandwell Historic 
Vehicle Show planned for the weekend. 

An inspection of the showground at 
Sandwell Valley in West Bromwich, has 
revealed that the ground is still too wet 
for the show to go ahead safely. 

It has now been re-scheduled for June 
24. 

Cabinet member for neighbourhood 
services Councillor Derek Rowley said: 
“We have to be realistic. The show- 
ground would have quickly been turned 
into a muddy mess which would have 
spoilt the show for everyone. 

“This is one of the flagship events in 
the Sandwell calendar so we have 
moved quickly to re-schedule it. 


Controversial arts centre makes 
room for businesses to move in 


SPACE for workshops at The 
Public arts centre is being cut 
to increase office capacity. 

The 2,000 sq ft room in the £72 million 
West Bromwich centre was used for a 
variety of purposes including music 
and IT. 

But bosses are keen to use the first 
floor to accommodate businesses 
which are on a waiting list to move into 
the controversial building, which has 
been full since February. 

Managing director Linda Saunders 


said they had recently redeveloped a 
previously unused 1,500 sq ft area. 

“We think it’s fantastic that so many 
businesses want to be based here,” she 
said. “We have found there is a demand 
for offices where businesses can work 
in collaborative spaces, and that is 
what we are creating here. 

“It’s appealing for small companies 
because, when they invite their clients 
for meetings, they are showing them 
something much, much bigger than 
their own operation.” 

The conversion of the workshop 


room will take the total amount of 
office space at the New Street building 
from 8,000 sq ft to 10,000 sq ft. 

It is expected two or three firms 
could be based there. 

At the moment there are two busi¬ 
nesses on the waiting list to move into 
The Public. Ms Saunders denied the 
arts centre was at risk of becoming 
characterised as a big block of offices. 

“The public areas - the areas that 
were always designed to be public 
areas - remain untouched,” she said. 
“A lot of the firms we bring in are cre¬ 


ative firms and we have been able to 
work with them. We feel they have 
been complementary. ” 

Media consultants Digital Native 
Academy, game developers 3dnative, 
and the LearnPlay Foundation - which 
uses video games to engage with 
youngsters - moved in to The Public in 
February, filling the venue for the first 
time since it opened more than three 
years ago. 

The fourth floor of the building had 
been difficult to let but the problem 
was solved when it was split up.

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Nursing inspires heroine 
lisa to find true identity 


ALTHOUGH she will forever be known as a 
“machete attack heroine” Lisa Potts feels she 
has now found her true identity. 

Juggling motherhood with 13-hour nursing shifts has 
been a challenge but Lisa has “loved every minute of it”. 

“It’s one of those moments in your life when you think 
this is what I’m meant to do. It’s a really difficult course and 
combining working full time and studying is tough but my 
family and husband are really supportive.” 


Lisa especially enjoys being on the 
wards at New Cross Hospital. 

“Sometimes patients will say ‘You 
don’t half look like that girl Lisa Potts’. 
I play little jokes on the patients who 
think they recognise me.” 

Lisa Potts needs no introduction: 
she is the nursery nurse who risked her 
life to shield children from a machete 
wielding attacker, suffering severe 
injuries as a consequence. 

Since that fateful day in 1996 Lisa’s 
life has moved on in positive ways. She 
got married to policeman husband 
Dave Webb, had two beautiful boys and 
started a charity which is celebrating 
its 10th anniversary next month. 

It took a while to pluck up courage to 
enrol on the nursing course and she 
has put her heart and soul into it. 

“I’ve had to learn to get on with 
things. It’s about getting a work life 
balance. I’ve got two boys who need my 
attention so studying comes last. 

“Doing the course has really opened 
my eyes to how hard nurses work. They 
are on their feet all day. I come home 
after a shift and my feet are burning. 
Nurses are often referred to as angels 
and I have been really inspired by 
them.” 

Lisa’s new career path is a natural 
extension of her nursery nurse role and 
nurturing instinct. 

This innate desire to care comes to 
the fore in her relationship with her 
sons Alfie, aged eight and five-year-old 
Jude. When she talks about her boys it 
is obvious they mean the world to her.

“Occasionally I see some of the chil¬ 
dren,” she says. Tears start to prick her 
eyes as she talks about them. 

Charitable 

From an ordinary young woman 
Lisa was thrust into the spotlight 
receiving 21 awards and being in con¬ 
stant demand to tell her story. 

“For five years it was like being on a 
merry-go-round. It changed my life but 
we all survived.” 

Lisa launched Believe To Achieve in 
2002 to help children and parents in 
Wolverhampton. She had been in 
demand for charitable projects includ¬ 
ing in Vietnam and Romania, where 


she helped set up an orphanage named 
after her. 

“I started Believe To Achieve 
because after what happened I was 
asked to do so much charity work and I 
thought I would love to do something 
in my area. 

The charity helps youngsters aged 
five to 11 by raising their self esteem. 

When it launched it was running in 
five schools. It is now in 30 schools and 
has transformed the lives of thousands 
of young people. 

Lisa hopes it will have a future after 
lottery funding runs out next year. 
“The charity has done fantastic work 
and it would be very sad if it ends.”

Lisa is hosting an event at The Mount 
Hotel, Tettenhall, on May 24. Tickets 
cost £20 with all proceeds going to the 
charity.

in scandal over hacking 



Dial M For Murdoch: 

News Corporation and 
the Corruption of Britain - 
Tom Watson and Martin 
Hickman (Allen Lane, 
hardback, £20) 

THE SCANDAL sur¬ 
rounding media 
mogul Rupert 

Murdoch’s news 
empire strikes at the 
heart of the British 
establishment. 

The revelations of phone 
hacking, obsequious politi¬ 
cians and compliant senior 
olice officers have left a 
ad smell. 

One politician who can’t 
be described as obsequious 
is West Bromwich East MP 
Tom Watson, who came 
under the national spot¬ 
light with his forthright 
questioning of both 
Murdoch senior and his son 
James when the media 
barons were summoned by 
parliamentary committee. 

The Labour politician 
came under News Corpora¬ 
tion’s spotlight some years 
earlier, probably as a result 
of his involvement in moves 
to persuade Tony Blair to 
step down as Prime Minis¬ 
ter. 

Watson can be forgiven 
the relish he showed when 
facing the Murdochs when 
one hears of the intimida¬ 
tion which he believes was a 
response to his digging into 
practices at News Interna¬ 
tional. In this book co¬ 
written with Independent 
journalist Martin 


Hickman, Watson reveals 
that the stress cost him his 
marriage and almost his 
sanity. 

But the facts uncovered by 
the MP and several print 
and broadcast journalists 
led to two of the most power¬ 
ful men in world media 
facing a grilling from MPs. 

Arrests 

The scandal has already 
resulted in many senior 
people losing their jobs, 
more than 40 arrests, and 
the closure of one of the 
world’s best known Sunday 
newspapers. Even Rupert 
Murdoch admits that the 
News Of The World affair is 
“a blot on my reputation”. 


It isn’t over yet. May 
began with a split in the 
culture committee, which 
includes Mr Watson, after its 
report declaring that Rupert 
Murdoch was not a fit 
person to exercise steward¬ 
ship of a major international 
company. Police investiga¬ 
tions continue as does Lord 
Leveson’s inquiry. 

To get inside this still 
evolving story, Watson and 
Hickman’s partisan but 
compelling book is essential.

The new Peugeot hybrid is looking like a safe bet 


“IT’S GOING to be a thorough¬ 
bred experience”, was the intro at 
the start of a launch drive of the 
new Peugeot 508 RXH. Intriguing 
. . . then it hit me, we had to be 
doing something involving 
horses. And indeed we did. 

So what’s the point of telling you that? - 
I hear you thinking. 

Well all will be revealed and it was very 
pertinent to the latest cub out of the 
Peugeot stable. 

The Peugeot 508 is already available in 
saloon and SW (estate) variants, and now, 
with the launch of this 508 RXH, it’s avail¬ 
able as a four-wheel drive, diesel-electric 
hybrid with taller suspension and a wider 
track to handle a little more rough stuff and 
low-grip situations - as we discovered on the 
drive. 

There is also a mode where you can run 
the car purely on electric, and hence with 
zero emissions, as we did through two 
stables of valuable thoroughbred race¬ 
horses without causing them to twitch a 
nostril - and they’re the first things to alert 
you to when a horse is not happy along with 



the ears going back. It is powered by a 
163bhp, 2.0-litre diesel engine and a 37bhp 
electric motor. On the road the Peugeot 508 
Hybrid4 performs very well and is comfort¬ 
able without being too staid. 

While it might not be that quick out of the 
stalls compared to other rivals in its sector, 
it will sprint from 0-62mph in 9.5 seconds 
and it has a top speed of 130mph. 

A drive around the roads of south 
Cheshire included busy towns where the 
stop/start system for the diesel engine 
proved very efficient, very quickly cutting 
the engine when you stop and starting 
equally quickly when you touch the acceler¬ 
ator to get going again. Fuel savings will be 
substantial and ever more important as cost 
continue to rise. 

And you can also go around town using 
just the electric motor and onboard battery 
which, as mentioned before gives zero emis¬ 
sions, as we did around the stables. 

We also tested out its sure-footedness by 
driving up alongside the gallops as the 


horses were being exercised. It had been 
pouring with rain, there was a long, gradual 
but steep climb on deeply rutted grass, but 
the car positively cantered up and at times 
even made a gallop. 

This all means that the 508 RXH has a 
tax-related C02 rating of 107g/km which 
makes it very attractive for company car 
drivers and fleet managers. 

For private owners the low C02 output 
means zero road tax for the first year and 
then £20 per year thereafter. 

Incentive 

Fuel economy claims look good and if 
they live up the figures claimed will prove a 
big incentive. Looks-wise, the 508 is curvey 
and smooth and inside you get comfort and 
a quality finish. 

The seats support your back well and the 
side supports are raised keeping you held 
firmly in place. The electric seats have 
plenty of adjustment which means you can 
get a perfect driving position and the stan¬ 
dard specification is good including cruise 
control, parking aid and parallel parking 
guide, sat-nav and Bluetooth, a catalogue of 
safety features and Peugeot Connect SOS 
and Assistance. One brilliant feature, which

THE ARRIVAL of Chevrolet’s Orlando brings a 
new vehicle into the market place for the hard 
working family who needs a vehicle to be a 
Jack of all trades, writes Bob Hickman. 

The family market up until now has been dominated by 
perhaps the Renault Scenic and Ford Galaxy but the arrival 
of Chevrolet’s seven-seater Orlando has thrown down the 
gauntlet to these manufacturers with a vehicle that has a 
perfect mix of bold, brash, slab-like styling and new innova¬ 
tive design features. 

With a choice of three engines and three trim levels the 
Orlando could be the vehicle that is an option for you if you 
have a large family or if your family is such that you need 
the bigger style of vehicle but also this vehicle has a trick up 
its sleeve because by dropping the seats it gives you a gigan¬ 
tic amount of space. There is 1,499 litres of space when all 
the rear seats are dropped; this is almost a transit van 
capacity. 

The exterior appearance of the Orlando may not be to 
everyone’s taste, I can see a lot of American influence and 
let’s face it Chevrolet is an American muscle car company. 
It is a squared off solid chunky looking exterior and this 
translates in to an interior that is huge and is one of the 
Orlando’s assets. 

There is room for adults in all of the seats even the very 
back row of the seats could accommodate grownups for a 
reasonable journey; I concede headroom is at a premium but 
the seats are actually more than just for small children. 

I like the interior, because this is the important area of 
the Orlando and where it is going to score over the compe¬ 
tition. The amount of manoeuvrability and flexibility that 
the seats have is excellent, the middle and outer rows slide 
backwards and forwards, the absolute rear most seats drop 
away to give you excellent boot space both rows drop out of 
sight to give massive amount of luggage space. 

I like the way the two rear rows are elevated slightly, 
Chevrolet suggest that it is like a theatre set-up but it does 
make for life in rear seats that much better and if it is going 
to ensconce the children they will absolutely love it. 

Performer 

There is a choice of three engines, one petrol and two 
diesels, the 1.8-litre petrol which was fitted to my test 
vehicle produces marginally over 140 bhp, and is sufficient 
to give a top speed of 115 mph and the C02 emissions at 172 
this vehicle is not going to fit in to the cheaper excise cate¬ 
gory, Chevrolet suggest 39 mpg may be achievable. The 
petrol engine in my derivative was equipped with a 5-speed 
gearbox and whilst the engine was never one to ignite a fire 
it proved to be a satisfactory performer. 

The diesel options are both 2-litre but have been tuned 
slightly differently to give different power characteristics, 
so there is a choice between 160 bhp and 130 bhp. Both of 
these are reasonable in the economy situations, the 160 bhp 
for example should give a 47 mpg reading. 

The three trim levels are badged as LS, LT and LTZ. On 
a vehicle of this type you want to be reassured that the 
vehicle is going to be safe in the event of an accident and a 
lot of technology has gone into the design, the body struc¬ 
ture has been built using very high strength steel to create 
a passenger safety cage that will cocoon you in the event of 
an incident. There are six air bags, twin at the front and in 
addition side and curtain air bags are included. 

Chevrolet have taken the step of introducing crash sensor 
technology, basically what this means that if the vehicle is 
involved in an accident the doors will automatically unlock 
due to the on-board detection system and this could be a 
very, very useful feature for the emergency services. 

At the end of the day it is all about choices when you come 
to buy your new car, but certainly the Chevrolet Orlando 
gives you an awful lot of options, it has the facility to accom¬ 
modate seven people, to be a luggage carrier, and workhorse 
by dropping down seats. 

I am particularly impressed by Chevrolet’s reliability, 
there is a tempting five year promise of an unlimited war¬ 
ranty which is transferable, but without doubt one of the 
biggest features and one really worth high consideration is 
the cost implication with prices starting at just marginally 
of £16,000 and topping out at just over £23,000 the Orlando 
makes a lot of sense when you consider what you are getting 
for that hard earned pound that you are spending.

JAMES MORRISON’S late goal capped a 
battling Albion comeback to secure a 
point. 

If Roy Hodgson can match this kind of 
drama in the summer he might yet win over 
the doubters, writes Steve Madeley. 

And if the Albion boss can conjure the 
same spirit from his new players that he has 
managed with the Baggies, England might 
just make their mark on Euro 2012. 

Two-nil behind and rocked by a freakish 
own-goal in a game that meant little to their 
Premier League season, Hodgson’s men 
might have thrown in the towel at the 
Reebok Stadium. 

Yet fuelled by a desire to hand their 
popular gaffer a rousing reaction at the start 
of his ‘farewell tour’, the Baggies battled 
back with Morrison’s goal in the final 
seconds of normal time giving them the 
point that another pleasing display more 
than merited. 

Albion bossed the play for much of the 
game, only to find themselves staring down 
the barrel of defeat thanks to a messy first- 
half penalty and a bizarre second-half own- 
goal. 

Influence 

However, while Hodgson had minimal 
direct influence on his team’s late turn¬ 
around in fortunes, there was little doubt 
that the intense feelings of loyalty within his 
side played a part in their stirring efforts to 
secure a draw, as did the waves of goodwill 
that washed over from the stands onto the 
field as 4,635 travelling fans offered a noisy 
and moving show of respect for his 15 
months at The Hawthorns. 

And an emphatic strike from Chris Brunt 
followed by Morrison’s dramatic strike 
ensured one of the most amazing weeks of 
Hodgson’s life ended on a high. 

The tone of the afternoon was set for 
Albion from around 45 minutes before kick¬ 
off, when the players emerged from the 
tunnel with T-shirts in praise of their fans, 


which they then tossed into the massed 
ranks of travelling Baggies. 

And when Hodgson followed his team 
from the tunnel and marched to the away 
end, throwing extra gifts and conducting an 
impromptu ‘royal’ walkabout, supporters 
were well and truly galvanised. 

Their team responded by having the 
better of the opening 20 minutes as the 
hosts’ relegation struggles seemed to breed 
nerves among players and spectators. 

Gareth McAuley was unlucky with a far- 
post header from a right-winger corner from 
Chris Brunt, who should have done better 
himself when he snatched at a shot follow¬ 
ing a neat pass from Marc-Antoine Fortune. 

And Shane Long was a fraction away from 
giving his side the lead when Fortune barged 
past Tim Ream and centred for the Irish¬ 
man, who turned David Wheater and fired 
against the post. But the Trotters had their 


moments early on. Chris Eagles blasted into 
the side-netting from 25 yards, Ben Foster 
parried Martin Petrov’s long-range effort 
unconvincingly and Kevin Davies fired 
wastefully over with only Foster to beat. 

So it was not entirely a bolt from the blue 
when Bolton took the lead. 

A clumsy challenge from Youssouf 
Mulumbu sent Mark Davies tumbling in the 
box and, although Foster went the right way, 
he could not prevent Petrov’s penalty from 
nestling in the corner. 

The goal took away some of the Baggies’ 
earlier momentum, although they could 
have levelled when Fortune sprang a square 
Trotters defence but fired over. 

The hosts made it to half-time with their 
lead intact, but they might have found 
themselves pegged back 13 minutes into the 
second period. Liam Ridgewell made a pow¬ 
erful run on the overlap and his cross was 


met first-time by Graham Dorrans just 
inside the Bolton box, but his crisp effort 
was saved by Adam Bogdan. 

Foster then excelled with 20 minutes 
remaining, stretching low to his right to 
keep out a Kevin Davies header. 

But he could do nothing moments later to 
prevent the oddest of own-goals as 
Ridgewell’s attempted clearance from a 
Petrov cross hit Jones and looped in. 

That goal might have killed off many a 
team but the Baggies continued to press and 
their superiority finally told just three 
minutes after Bolton’s second goal as Shane 
Long teed-up Brunt to blast home from the 
edge of the area. 

The dam burst in the final seconds as 
Simon Cox picked out Morrison, whose 
emphatic finish delighted the ranks of fans 
behind Bogdan’s goal - and delivered 
another slap in the face for critics of his boss.
